The judge in laying the case before the jury 
said that in this country the machinery provid- 
ed for enforcing the law was considered suftici- 
ent for its enforcement. There was no lynch 
law here nor would it be countenanced. It was 


| only right, when one man killed another, no 
matter how fully the killing might be justified, 


that he who did the killing should 


before a proper tribunal It would be the duty 
of the jury to find the prisoner guilty of man- 
slaughter if they were not satisfied that the cir- 
cumstances warranted the killing of Mickelson 
in order to arrest him. If they were satistied 
that it was necessary to kill him in order to ar- 
rest him it was a case of justifiable homicide, 
and their verdict would be not guilty. He also 
pointed out that it had not been clearly proven 
that the fatal shot had been fired by Bell. If | 
they had doubts on this point they should ex- | 
press them by a verdict of not guilty. As to 
Bell being justified in shooting, the circumstan- | 
stances were very special in his favor. 
Mickelson was a dangerous character, prepar- | 
ed to shoot any man whoapproached.

left; it was impossible to arrest Mickleson alive 
as he was armed with two revolvers anda 
dagger; he showed a determination to shoot 
when any one approached to arrest him; every 
reasonable means was taken to arrest him alive; 
could not swear whether Bell fired the fatal 
shot or not. 

R. Armstrong was the first man of the party 
to speak to Mickleson; as he was digging post 
holes near the track he sawa man coming 
along it whom he recognized from the descrip- 
tion given by the police as Mickleson; he was 
acting strangely, sometimes leaving the track 
and then coming to it again; witness spoke to 
Mickleson saying it was a cold morning; Mickle- 
son replied, asking how far it was to Red Deer; 
witness approached close to Mickleson when 
he saw that his right hand held a revolver in 
the act of drawing it from his pocket, with his 
finger on the trigger; witness said that it was 
four miles to Red Deer, and remarking again 
that it was a cold morning went away and in- 
formed his neighbors Plumb and Bell that Mick- 
leson was there. The remainder of his evidence 
corroberated that of Plumb. Other shots were 
tired at the same time as that fired by Bell.
